JAPAN'S CAPTURED 
WARSHIPS. 


Are They Worth Repairing. 


Apropos of the refloating of the “Novik,” 
tho Japan Mail makes tho following inter- 
eating observations on tho expendituro 
which ia bojug incurred for tho repair of 
tho captured warships :—It is quite a 
bosiness that tho Jnpancso bava under- 
takea in setting themselves to repair 
all theso Russian shipa. Most of them 
worn brought into Japan's ports before 
tho oxpiration of lat fiscal year 
(March Slst, 19'6) sa that the costa of 
taining them must have appeared in Inst 
year's budget and were deubtloss inelud- 
ed in the war cxpenses, But the our- 
Inys on account of repaire must be very 
heavy, ond we prosumu that the money is 
taken from an appropristion of 26 million 
yen which appears in the ortraordinary 
section of the current year'a budget under 
the heading of ‘‘restoration of material.” 
Will 26 milliona be sufficient? There are 
tho battloships ‘* Orel" (*‘ Iwami "'), '* Re- 
tvizan” (‘' Hizen”), ‘“ Poreaviet" (‘*Sa- 
gomi"), 'Pobieda "(** Suwo ‘Poltsva” 
(Tango "), and “ Nicolai 1. ; 
the soa-going coast defence ships ‘* Ad- 
miral Seniavine” (‘*Minoshima”) ond 
“(Admiral Apraxin” — (‘' Ukinoshima”), 
and the cruisers ‘‘ Bayan” Aso”), 
“ Varyag" (‘Soya’) * Palinda " “Tsu.
